Return to Altruism;

In looking backward 
week we find signs of continued im- 
provement, although there is still 
great irregularity in some lines. 

Les Angeles and Southern Califor- 
nia remain the most prosperous sec- 
tions of the business map. 

With a decline in building costs

resumed. 

Cost levels are somewhat lower. 
Spring goods are being received and 
marked. Even food in some par- 
ticulars is cheaper. Dairy products 
are at their lowest point in many 


months. Greatest complaint comes) 


from the meat consumer, who main- 
tains that there is altogether too 
wide a margin between the product 
on the hoof and the platter. 

There is still considerable unem- 
ployment in mechanical centers, but 
net an alarming amount hereabouts. 
Gradual resumption is being made 
in mmny lines, notably automobile 
and tire production. 

Buyers are still cautious, but on 
the whole are evincing more inter- 


|tual requirements to a much larger | 
degree than was the case for the pe- 


est in what is being offered, although 
‘demand is still dependent upon ac- 


riod following the war. 

Dun’s Review is right when it 
says that after months’ of readjust- 
ment, sudden revival is not to be ex- 
pected. Deflation has not yet gone 
far enough to restore our economic 
balance. This is a world problem, 
and cannot be successfully localized. 
A gradual return to a gold standard 
may help. 

Our banking system is stronger 
than it has been for months, and 
financiers continue to look to the fu- 
ture with a feeling of conservative 
optimism. 

In support of this conclusion Trade 
Talk presents a few pungent para- 
graphs from current reviews: 

There is no question but that the 
present is bargain time for the man 
who has money to invest. Good in- 
vestment securities are selling on a 
high income yield basis, and at mar- 
ket prices which would have been 
unbelievably low two or three years 
ago.—Henry L. Doherty & Co. 

Sterling exchange has taken a de- 
cided upward turn; depleted stocks 
have sent retailers to market again; 
factories in various lines have re- 
sumed production, and labor effi- 
ciency shows steady and distinct im- 
provement, with an apparent real- 
ization among workers that wages 
and prices must together recede 
step by step to permanent lower 
levels.—Irving National Bank. 

It will not do nowadays to be a 
pessimist on the future of the coun- 
try. America has never gone broke 
and is not likely to go broke. The 
time to buy stocks for holding is 
phere and now. regardless of transient 
conditions affecting values day by 
day.—Investment News. 

There are already many signs of 
business revival. These occur main- 
ly in the industries that slumped 
first. There is pronounced improve- 
ment in the silk, rubber, leather, 
cotton and wool industries.

Now think of that in California! And 
yet it ts a very common idea that a tree 
on shrub or plant to be truly beautiful has 
to be useless otherwise. It is an absurd 
belief. California is the land of fruits and 
flowers and beautiful plants. and in Cali- 
fornia, more than in afiy other part of the 
country, are to be found trees and shrubs 
that combine the beautiful and the practi- 
cal so wonderfully as to leave nothing to 
be desired from either consideration. 

Among the ornamental fruit trees may be 
mentioned the loquat. Butided on quince 
root, it is dwarfed and makes an orna- 
ment for any spare corner. [nm the win- 
ter, when many trees are bare, it carries 
a myriad of beautiful, fragrant flowers, and 
in the ¢Garly spring. just when you are 
harkering for some nice tart fruit, how 
fine to go out and pick a handful of ad- 
vance, champagne, tanaka or thales lo- 
quats! The gree is evergreen, with large, 
dark green, serrated leaves. When budded 
on loquat root it grows as large as a shade 
tree is wanted th the average yard. 

The Japanese persimmon is one of the 
most beautiful of the deciduous trees. Its 
waxy green leaves attract the attention 
of passers-by all summer. Its blossoms are 
insignificant, but in the fall when the leaves 
drop, exposing the oval, orange-colored fruit, 
no handsomer ornamental tree can be 
imagined. We recommend the Costata and 
Hachiya varieties as they are practically 
free from astringency when fully ripe, and, 
in most cases, seedless. ‘The Japanese 
persimmon does not require frost to remove 
the astringency, as is the case age the 
Virginia variety. 

The kumquat, one of the sia family, 
bearing a ‘small oval fruit, is of dwarf habit. 
very hardy and when in blossom and when 
filled with ripe fruit, is very showy. The 
fruit is eaten fresh, peeling and pulp, and 
makes a delicious marmalade Planting and 
care are the same as with the orange.

SHRUBS AND VINES. 

The feijoa or pineapple guava is the equal 

of any strictly shrub with which 

we are familiar. In the spring it 


bears at 


beautiful blossom, combining red, a waxy 
white and light purple, almost blue, so that 
it has been called a “red, white and blue” 
flower. They remain in blossom for about 
— months, then ‘set a fruit which grows 

to about the size of a hen’s egg. with a 
pineapple flavor, very pleasant to eat fresh 
and makin a delicious jam. It ripens from 
November to January. it is evergreen, with 
leaves rich green On top and gray under- 
eg. 

Several species of guavas range in size 
from the small shrubs of the red and vel- 
low strawberry guava to the large shrubs 
or small trees of the lemon guava. The 
latter has a large white flower and in se- 
lected varicties bears a yellow fruit as large 
as a small Sartlett pear. It is eaten fresh 
and made into jam and marmalade. The 
shrub is quite “tender. 


The ametangula is a native of the Natal 
state in South Africa. It is a rich green 
shrub, with thorns borne in clusters, thus 
making a fine protective hedge plant. It 
bears a profusion of white, five-pointed 
star-shaped flowers, very fragrant and sets 
a fruit about the size of an olive. When 
green it makes a fine pickle, when ripe it 
is nice to eat fresh, and when cooked it 


can scarcely be told from a cranberry. 


There are several varieties, one of which 
will stand quite a frost. 

The pomegranate can be grown either as 
a shrub or a smal! tree. Its beautiful bios- 
soms are too well known to require special 
mention, ahd it is as ornamental as any 
flowering shrub. The Wonderful is the pop- 
ular variety. 

The white sapote. is a beautiful tree, but 
so far has failed to fruit satisfactorily ‘in 
this section. The carob is another hand- 
some tree of practical value, and all know 
the beauty of the avocado, and of properly 
handled citrus trees.

FRUITING VINES. 


- The granadilila(passifiora edulis) is a 
beautiful evergreen vine that will stand 
considerable frost. It is in bloom most of 
the year in warm sections and has a beauti- 
ful flower. It sets a fruit about the size of 
an egg. with a tough skin and an interior 
filled with seeds floating in a rich jelly, 
something after the style of the pome- 
granate. When ripe the fruit drops from 
the vine and is eaten fresh. or made into 
jelly, which is done by cutting them open, 
scooping out the flesh and separating the 
seeds from the pulp in a sieve. Or the 
fresh juice is used as a flavoring for cakes 
and ice cream. As its bearing season is of 
several months’ duration, and int makes a 
magnificent cover for a trellis or pergola, 
it is quite desirable. The purple variety 
should be secured, as the yellow is insipid. 

For a pergola no better covering could 
be found than the Yang-Tau (Actinidia Chin- 
engis.) Two plants are required, one of each 
sex. Grow a straight branch up to the top

SANTA CRUZ.—During the past few 
weeks egg production in the Calffornia 
Farm Bureau egg laying contest at Santa 
Cruz has dropped somewhat because very 
many pullets went into quite a heavy molt 
rather soon after entering the contest. Al- 
though this condition was expected to 
occur as a result of the change to which 


‘the fowls were subjected when taken from 


their home pens and put into the contest, it 
has been more severe than was anticipated, 
especially among the later hatched pullets. 
Weather conditions have been very severe 
almost from the start of the contest and 
there have been only a few days when the 
hens could be allowed out in the yards. 
The appearance of chicken pox in the 
flock the second week in November fur- 
nished a certain amount of interesting data 
on this disease which should be of extreme 
interest to poultry raisers. The first two 


ocytases appeared in one particular entry the 


second week of the contest, but in a day or 
two it appeared im another pen, As both 
of these rens came from the same shipping 
point, the disease undoubtedly came from 
that territory and may have been contracted 
en réute by contact with diseased stock, 


Since this disease develops slowly it was

cinate the whole flock. Dr. J. R. Beach of

during vaccination. every individual was 
carefully inspected and every bird exhibit- 
ing the disease was sent to the hospital, 
twenty-three cases being found and isolate. 

Wherever the disease spread from one 
pen to another it did so only through wire 
partitions and not where there was a board 
partition. Every other partition is of board 
construction and although-doors ‘lead from 
one pen to another through which the at- 
tendant walks in trapnesting, the disease 
has not, up to this time, been carried 
through these partitions. The obvious con- 
clusion is that pox is spread by direct con- 
tact of diseased with healthy fowls. The 
results of vaccination, as has always been 
the case when the operation bas been care- 
fully and skilifully performed, have been 
very successful and the fact that 648 birds 
were vaccinated in a little over three hours 
shows how rapidly the work can be done. 
The vaccination had no detrimental effect 
on egg yields. 

Past investigations have shown pox should 
be cleared up in about thirty days after 
vaccination and that all birds exposed to 
but not yet showing the disease when vacci- 
nated are apt to develop a mild form of pox 
after being vaccinated.

AND THE FIGs. 

You ‘will want a fig tree or two in the 
heme orchard even if you haven't the room 
for some of the others. The fig attains its 
greatest perfection in Southern California. 
For a. long time it was impossible to grow 
the true Smyrna fig here due to the lack of : 
the element of fertilization. With the in- 
troduction of the Capri or wild fig and the 
fig wasp (Blastophaga Grossorum) that has 
now been overcome and those who wish to 
take the trouble can now raise the true 
Smyrna fig, which ie marketed here under 
the name of “Calimyrna.” The methods of 
handling in vogue are: Plant a Capri and 
. Smyrna, then when the Capri is four years 
old secure the wasp and let it establish it- 
self in the Capri, or to plant a Smyrna and 
graft a branch of the Capri on it. The way 
best for one or two trees is to plant only 
the Smyrna and buy the capri fruit in the 
proper season; place it in baskets in the 
Smyrna tree and the wasps will come out of 
the fruit and pollinate the fruit on the tree. 
The Capri is the male tree, the fruit is not 
fit to eat and its only known use is to act 
as a home for the fig wasp which carries 
the pollen of the male fruit to the female 
fruit, the edible kind. When pollinated it 
changes color so that one will soon learn 
to tell when the fruit is properly pollinated. 
if not so fertilized it drops off when. about 
half grown.

With the ad- 
vent of the tractor and a diminution in the 
number of animals kept, many farmers have 
found it practicable to dispense entirely 
with their regular help, merely calling in 
transient labor for short periods at harvest 
and other “peak” times. With only a few 
head of stock to look after, and with a 
power machine capable of pulling three or 
four bottoms, the owner can accomplish all 
the necessary field work himself. This not 
only results in saving the money’ which 
would be paid out for wages but it dimin- 
ishes the work of the housewife who was 
obliged to prepare extra meals and look 
after the sleeping quarters of the laborers. 


ELIMINATING ROUTINE, 


Where the tractor is relied on primarily 
to accomplish the various field operations, 
and only such stock is retainefl as ig nec- 
essary for odd jobs on the farm a great deal 
of the routine of farming is done away with. 
For instance, farm statistics show that the 
average farm animal the country over 
works only 100 days a yéar, or less than one- 
third of hig entire time. Now whether a 
horse is working in the field or standing in 
the barn, he requires a certain amount of 
time and attention each day for feeding, 
watering and cleaning. During the days 
when there is no field work the farmer 
must arise early to look after his stock and 
they require similar attention before he 
goes to bed at night. With a tractor this 
situation does not exist for when not in use 
the machine can be left for indefinite 
periods without attention, if properly 
housed from the elements.

some source which is unreliable. It 

is often the case that some neighbor is 

boasting about the wonderful corn or mel-

saved some seed. A number of failures 
among the city gardeners cach year can be 
traced directly to the securing of seed from 
neighbors who had at leastia dozen differ- 
ent varieties of vegetables growing in their 
gardens at one time. The seed trom such 
a plot generally produces mongrei crops due 
to hybridizing of kindred. crops. It is far 
cheaper and a great deal safer for the back-| 
lot’ gardener to purchase clean, pure, fresh 
seed from some reliable seed house which 
makes a business of handling nothing but 
good seed. 


There is a very simple method of testing 
' seed before planting which anyone can 
take advantage of without going to any 
extra trouble, Take two pieces of cotton 
flannel of a size that will fit im between two 
, dinner plates and boil these for about fil- 
teen minutes in order to kill any mold 
spores or fungi that may be ,resent in the 
flaunel. Place a of moist flannel] on 
an upturned plate and upon this place about 
twenty-five or fifty of the geeds to be tested. 
Place another moistened strip of flannel on 
top of these seeds. If a number of varie- 
ties of seed are to be tested use additional 
strips of moistened flannel, piacine one on 
top of the other. Set the plate in a dark 
place where the temperaturé ig about 70 
or 80 degrees Fahrenheit during the day and 
if necessary a temperature of less than 50 
degrees at night may be maintained. At 
the end of six or ten days the seeds should 
all be sprouted that are capable of germin- 
ating. Where only a smal! perrentage of 
the seed, say about five seeds out of twenty- 
five, fail to germinate, the grower can pro-

The Conservatives have a distaste for 
being ruled by “Tiburon” Gomez, which can 
only be explained by a little further analy- 
sis of his political character. Gen. Gomes, 
an ex-President and the stellar figure in two 
Cuban revolutions, has been nomimated this 
year as a sure vote getter among the com: 
mon people. “Tiburon” rose from the ranks 
himself. He is almost in the class the Cu- 
bans expressively describe as “mucho 
guapo”—the nearest translation to preserve 
the sense of this phrase would be “a hell of 
a roughneck.” Perhaps it would be more 
just to call him a man of the Andrew Jack- 
son mold, This is not entirely fair, however, 
to Jackson’s memory, for Gomez is the sort 
of man who has found politics profitable— 
the huge Office building he owns, “Manzana 
Gomez,” and his personal palace on the 
Prado, are concrete evidences of this fact. 
The shark has here many points of re 
semblance to the Tammany Tiger, in that 
beast’s most frolicsome days. He Would 
probably admit that he ate the apple him- 
self, but at least saved the core for the 


common people. 


Granting “Botellas” a Popular 
Political Trick to Gain Supporters. 
AKE the matter of “botelias,” for exam- 
ple. A “botella” is a “soft snap” for 
the faithful of the party—a “collecturia” in 
the national lottery. Any one of the several 


- hundred holders of such “collecturias” has 


only to sign on the dotted line once a month 
to receive a couple of hundred dollars 
monthly income from the government; no 
more labor than the signature is required. 
The President personally appoints the 
holders. Tiburon e himself popular in 
his préVious administration by dispensing 
these “botellas” over the widest possible 
area; he would often split them in balf, to 
accommodate a large number of the small- 
est political fry. Any hegghman with what 
may be euphemistically called “personal- 
ity,” that is, a good pair of lungs for 
“Vivaing,” and a tendency to insist aggres- 
sively that his neighbors “Viva” for the 
same things, might feel fairly sure of get-

Therefore, the home-maker who would 
select furniture successfully must know 
something of the various periods, for it is 
from adaptations of these types that fur- 
piture must be selected.

The Tudor period 
thus showed a combination of Gothic and 
Renaissance features, and by the time the 
Stuarts succeeded the Tudors on the throne, 
the latter had prevailed. The furniture of 
the early seventeenth century became 
highly ornate, with elaborate carving in 
which the acorn pattern was most popular. 


> 
Jacobean Furniture Falls : 
Into Three Periods. 


Jacobean or Stuart is frequently 
lied to the period extending from 
the accession of James I in 1603 to that of 


' William and Mary in 1689. But there was

for purposes of study to consider the are 
ture of these eighty-six years under threé 

divisions. The first is the Jacobean proper, 
to the Commonwealth and the 
ascendency of Cromwell in 1649. Then 
comes the Cromwellian period, followed by 
that of the Restoration, beginning in 1660. 
Restoration furniture is frequently referred 
to by the name of Charles II, the reign of 
his brother, James II,

Jacobean furniture was designed on more 
severe lines than the latter period, when 
French influence became stronger. 
Cromwellian chairs were of oak or walnut 
staunchly built, on the lines of an earlier 
chair known as the wainscot. The legs 
turned, ith restrained ornament, the 
beck broad and high and straight, with 
Shaped top. The underbracing joined the 
front and back legs on each side near the 
floor, and was similar to the legs ii. being 
turned and ornamented. Upholstery was 
more used then than formerly, both seats 
and backs being of leather, tapestry, needle- 
work, corded velvet or of other handsome 
material. 


Restoration Furniture Showed French 
and Flemish Influence. 


ESTORATION furniture, or more spe 
cifically that of the reign of the gay 


king, Charlies Il, was greatly influenced by. 


the French styles of Louis XTV and also by 
Fiemish Renaissance features. Luxury, 
elaboration and cOmfort all came to the 
fore. Workmen from France and Flanders 
brought with them the love ef intricate 
carving, often pierced, and of the use of 
inlay of ebony, ivory and mother-of-pearl. 
Walnut was much used, as it lent itself to 
the elaborate carving better than the miore 


solid oak. 


Charles II chairs were high and narrow,

Gate-leg tables came into use during the 


reign of Charles Il. They were round oval © 


or rectangular, with turned underbraces, 
with six or more turnefl legs. Two or four 
of these legs could be opened to form gates 
to support drop-leaves. Elaborate cabinets 
and chests of drawers, carved in the same 
designs as the chairs, with similar legs, 
were much used. Thesed were often inlaid 
in patterns of great beauty and iotricacy of 
detail. 

Following the period of the Restoration 
came that of William and Mary, when 
Dutch influence was at its height.
